Kennedy Asks Heavy Levies On Trucks 
To Finance Highways, Or More Gas Tax; 
State Or Federal Control Of Billboards 


By FRANK CORMIER 
WASHINGTON (AP* - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy today proposed a 
tax formula for financing super­ 
highways by placing a greater 
share of the burden on big trucks. 
The President, in a 3.300-word 
special message to Congress, said 
his pay-as-you-go plan would com­ 
plete 
41.000 
miles of 
express 
roads by 1972 without resort to a 
higher federal gasoline tax. 
However, 
he 
said 
Congress 
should not permit a scheduled 
June 30 reduction in the gas tax 
from 4 cents a gallon to 3 cents. 
And he added that if his proposals 
for heavier levies on trucks are 
rejected. Congress should be pre­ 
pared to increase gasoline taxes 
on all users. 
BRUNT ON TRUCKERS 
Kennedy’s plan would boost taxes 
and fees on heavy trucks, die­ 
sel fuel, tires, tubes and retread 
rubber. 
While 
truckers 
would 
bear the brunt of these. Kennedy 
said even so they would not pay 
“their fair share of the cost of 


this program.” 
The President also made some 
sharp comments about roadside 
billboards, w'hich he said “tend 
to detract from both the beauty 
and safety of the routes they 
line.” 
Kennedy said the states should 
be given a bigger incentive to 
regulate billboards. If that doesn’t 
work, he said federal control or 
billboard taxes might be neces­ 
sary. 
SAVE 4,000 LIVES 
In arguing the merits of super­ 
highways, Kennedy said they will 
save each year at least 4.000 
lives. 42,000 years of travel time 
and 9 billion stops for red lights 
and intersections. 
Declaring the road program vi­ 
tal to the nation's security, safe­ 
ty and economic growth, Kennedy 
said “I am wholly opposed to ei­ 
ther stretching 
out or cutting 
back” the work He was equally 
emphatic about paying for the job 
out of revenues from taxes on 
highway 
users without dipping 


into general funds and unbalanc­ 
ing the budget. 
The only time regular Treasury 
funds should be used, he said, 
would be in times ot recession. 
He added that he believes anti­ 
slump moves already 
propused 
will be sufficiently effective to 
make such action unnecessary. 
REPAIR WINTER DAMAGE 
If a later reading of economic 
signposts 
indicates 
otherwise, 
Kennedy 
said. 
Congress might 
want to ase general funds to re­ 
pair wanter road damage in areas 
of substantial unemployment. 
The President said the road 
program is in real peril because 
of a threatened shortage of funds. 
He said that if the job is to be 
finished on schedule federal rev­ 
enues must be increased by $900 
million a year after June 30. Oth­ 
erwise, he said, the program will 
take an extra five years. 
The federal government pays 90 
per cent of the cast of the new 
superhighways and the states the

Three Feuding Factions In

LEOPOLDVILLE,

CHANGES FOR 
SCHOOL UNIT 


The joint school committee of 
the Gettysburg Joint School Dis­ 
trict approved three changes in 
the plans for the new high school 
unit and started work on the 
terms of the new joint agreement 
made necessary by the Gettys- 
burg-Freedom merger that will 
take place July I. 
Changes approved Monday eve­ 
ning in the meeting at the high 
school include rearrangement of 
commercial department space to 
provide three classrooms instead 
of the proposed two; an increase 
in the size of the kitchen space 
above the amount allotted by the 
state in its room schedule and 
extra space for industrial arts to 
provide more space for that grow­ 
ing department where enrollment 
is increasing steadily. 
Starting work on the joint agree­ 
ment, the committee found many 
provisions of the present pact 
that can be continued but car­ 
ried back to local boards for dis­ 
cussion new proposals on trans­ 
portation arrangements, various 
proposals for an operating com­ 
mittee and a proposal that the 
new agreement provide for sub­ 
mission of the school merger vote 
at stated intervals until k is ap­ 
proved 


NEW SENIOR UNIT 
The changes in the plans for 
the new senior high unit were 
voted on recommendations by the 
finance and planning committee, 
presented by its chairman, Addi­ 
son Durboraw. 
For the commercial department, 
the plans as drawn provided two 
large rooms for office practice 
and typing and a small room for 
machines. The space will be con­ 
verted 
into 
three 
classrooms 
of about 800 square feet each. 
The joint scliool committee ap­ 
proved the pl a as as drawn for 
the kitchen area, providing 377 
square feet more space than the 
state will approve. School offi­ 
cials feel the larger area is de­ 
sirable not only for present pur­ 
poses but in case of future en­ 
largement of the new building. 
The space allotted for industrial 
arts contains 400 square feet 
more space than allotted by the 
state but it makes way for planned 
expaasion of the department where 
enrollment is growing steadily, 
the directors were told. 
LANGUAGE LAB 
“Any less space for our indus­ 
trial arts program would mean 
squeezing it into inadequate space 
to the point where our program 
would be impaired and we now 
have one of the best industrial 
arts departments in any high 
school in this area,” Superin­ 
tendent H. Edgar Riegle said. 
The cost of providing the extra 
space for the three areas prob­ 
ably will have to be born entirely 
by the joint school district without 
help from state funds, the board 
was told.

To raise an additional $900 mil­ 
lion a year, former President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower last month 
recommended that the gas tax be 
boosted to 44 cents a gallon.

The tax 
on a 100-pound truck tire would 
jump from $8 to $10 and trucks 
burning diesel fuel would pay a 
tax of 7 cents a gallon instead of 
the present 4 cents.

674 
deer 
were 
known killed in Pennsylvania 
last month. This tabulation does 
not include winter-killed deer. 
The record of the January mor­ 
talities and causes follows; For 
crop damage, 34; by vehicles, 
413; illegally killed, 84; miscel­ 
laneous causes 143. 
The number of deer killed 
by dogs, included in “ miscel­ 
laneous,” was 111 during last 
month. During January of 1960, 
78 deer were victims of free- 
running dogs and others living 
in the wild. The commission’s 
field officers report that the 
menace to deer by self-hunting 
dogs 
has steadily 
increased 
over the years.

JERSEY DATA

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Acting 
Dist. Atty. Paul M. Chalfin says 
New Jersey authorities have as­ 
sured him they have evidence oth­ 
er 
than 
Robert Russell's story 
against three people accused of 
m urdering Vincent J. Blaney. 


Chalfin said Sunday he had re­ 
quested the information of the At­ 
lantic County, N.J., district attor- 
efiy's office so he could know what 
action to take today in extradition 
hearings against Lillian Reis, one 
(rf the defendants. 
Chalfin said Miss Reisft a 32- 
year-old divorcee and owner of a 
Philadelphia nightclub, could be 
held without bail only if New J e r­ 
sey has a sound first degree m ur­ 
der case against her. 
"Therefore, we take the pasition 
that Miss Reis cannot be released 
limier any bail pending the out­ 
come of the extradition proceed­ 
ings.” he told a reporter. 
Mias Reis’ lawyer, John Patrick 
Walsh, said he wotrid appeal to 
Q uarter Sessions Court to set bail 
for Miss Reis if Chalfin did not 
agree to do so. 
Miss Reis, John Berbery, 27. of 
Haddon Township, N J., and Jo­ 
seph Dillon. 25. of Philadelphia, 
now held in San Diego, Calif., have 
been indicted in the m urder of 
Blaney last Aug. 3. 
Blaney was to have testified for 
the state in a Pottsville, Pa., bur­ 
glary in the sum m er of 1959. His 
body, chained and weighted, was 
found last Aug. 23 in the sea off 
M argate, N J.

Russell told police he had seen 
Berkery and Dillon shoot and kill 
Blaney. He said Miss Reis told 
them to dum p the body into the 
*ea. 
Last Friday night. Russell dun 
appeared from the Absecon City, 
N J , jail, where he had been held 
for hts safety. He was picked up 
three hours later, wet and injured. 
Russell told a policeman, who 
wished to rem ain unnamed, that 
three men had kidnaped him from 
the jail and had taken him to 
Sculls Bay. He said he escaped by 
rolling out of the boat.

Says Local School Districts 
Fail In Their Tax Programs 


HARRISBURG 
(AP) 
- 
Local 
school districts on an average are 
failing to keep pace with the rising 
costs of public education in draft­ 
ing their tax program s. 


That Is the gist of a report is­ 
sued over the weekend by the re­ 
search staff of the 
30-mem ber 
Governor’s Com mittee on Educa­ 
tion. The group has been research­ 
ing Pennsylvania’s public educa­ 
tion needs for a year and is due 
to make recom m endations to the 
legislature next month. 
In its latest report, the commit­ 
tee said the casts of education 
have been increasing from year 
to year and so has the proportion 
of financial aid from the Com- 
monwealth. 


G R E W 43 P E R C E N T 


The report said the state's share 
of costs grew from 43 per cent in 
1956 to over half of the over all 
expense today. 
“ Such is not the case on the lo-

Pennsylvania is in the middle in 
costs to the state per pupil, the 
report points out, spending $520 
per pupil. 
It said New York spends m ost— 
$796 per pupil, and Texas is low— 
$406 per pupil. Hie national aver­ 
age is $504 per pupil. 
The report, entitled “The Noble 
Investm ent” 
includes 
statistic* 
from each of the state's 2,244 
school districts and a 70-page sup­ 
plement on totals in state subsi­ 
dies, local real estate taxes and 
revenues.
